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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1, the Applicant argues (page 
2) that the changed language "until" replaced with "while" does not add new matter and are fully supported in the original disclosure. The 
Examiner respectfully disagreed after the consideration of cited locations in the original disclosure by the Applicant. The replaced 
language "while" has created a new matter, parallel processing of increasing threshold value, retaining pattern quantizing value and 
denoising the decomposed data which does not support by the orignal specification. In addition, as indicated in the Final Office Action, 
the speficication amendment filed July 21, 2004 is objected under 35 U.S.C 132 because it introduces new matter into the disclosure 
(please refer back to the Final Office Action for further explanation). Note, Applicant's remarks regarding pattern quantization value is 
considered persuasive. Thus, the Objection to the drawings and rejections regarding "pattern quantization value" under 35 U.S.C 1 12, 
first and second paragraph have been withdrawn Regarding claim 1, the Applicant argues (page 6) that Katsuyama failed to disclose the 
projecting an image on a predetermined axis. The Examiner disagrees, since the Applicant claimed language is broad; it is subjected to 
interpretations. Thus, Katsuyama clearly show this at FIG. 13 (a) and FIG. 17 as the image is clearly projected on the x,y. 
coordinate/axis (predetermined axis). Regarding claim 1, the Applicant argues (page 7) that Nakagawa does not teach the increasing 
threshold value while a pattern quantizing value is retained. Nakagawa discloses a concept of parallel processing ("while") of threshold 
value (range) and pattern quantizing value (quantization width). The concept of Nakagawa discloses may be different from the claimed 
limitation. However, the language disclosed by Nakagawa teaches the broadly claimed limitation (column 11, lines 59-68 and column 
30, lines 59-68). 
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
